OF THE

FOR THE 


YEAR ENDING MARCH, 1881. 


To THE Inwasrrants oF Mixton: 


In departing from the usual custom of your Com- 
_ mittee, by having our Report published in the Town 
_ Reports, we are aware that we add a small fractiou to 
youn expenses, and that we have nothing of deeper 
interest, or more worthy of preservation in your Re-- 
ports, than the Committees of past years; yet, if we 
can, by this, arouse any in our town to take a deeper 
interest in our Schools, we know it will be ample com- 
pensation for all expense or labor. 

In reviewing the year now closing, we can congrat- 
ulate you upon the success of most, if not all, the 
schools. The teachers, as a whole, have tried to do 
all they could for the good of the ‘schools, and the 
parents and friends, in most cases, have sustained, by 
their influence, the efforts of the teachers. If you 
will allow us to suggest a few things in reference to 
the schools, we would earnestly ask that you reveal 
the deep interest you must feel for the success of the 
schools, by making the interest of the teachers yours. 
Show to the teachers you desire the good of the 
schools, by frequent visits; and if you see things to 
commend, give them a word of cheer, or, if you think 
a change in something for the good of the schools is 
desirable, kindly suggest it. It seems to us, from the 
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returns of the year, that there is a neglect on the part 
of the parents, in visiting the schools. Another fact, 
to which we would eall attention, is the irregular 
attendance of many of the scholars. Only about one- 
fourth of the scholars attending the schools have been 
one term without being absent or tardy. A little 
care upon the part of the parents will add greatly to 
the attendance Of the scholars. We hope that those 
scholars who do not find their names this year in the 
Roll of Honor, will be sure to have them there the 
next. iss 
DISTRICT No. 1. 


The schools in this district were taught by two 
experienced teachers, residing in the district. The 
schools gave satisfaction as a whole. Mrs. Lizzie A. 
Twombly, who taught the first and last terms, had 
good success, and good improvement was manifested. 
Mrs. Mary C. Horne, who taught the second and third 
terms, is also a good teacher, and had good success; 
bat we think the district unfortunate in thus dividing 
up the school, and much more unfortunate in letting a 
district trouble come into the school, which injured, 
in a measure, her last term. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Ella F. Le-. 
Gro. It was her first experience in teaching, and 
therefore we cannot expect the perfection of the older 
teacher, but there seemed to be a want of energy upon 
her part, and the school was not all we desire. The 
Fall term was kept by Miss Nellie F. Wentworth, a 
teacher of experience, who gave good satisfaction, her 
school showing great improvement over the last term. 


DISTRICT No. 3. 


The school in this district was taught by Miss 
Hattie M. Fox. She is a beginner in the teaching

force of the community, but has had good success, 
and we welcome her as a teacher of promise. 


DISTRICT No. 4. . 


The summer term of school was taught by Miss 
Eva M. Fletcher. Coming among us a stranger, she 
soon endeared herself to her pupils, and proved truly 
worthy of her position as an instructor of the young. 
Her school passed one of the best examinations, 
proving thoroughness upon the part of teacher and 
scholars. The winter term was taught by Mr. Louis 
H. Wentworth. It opened favorably, but as your 
committee were not notified when it was to close, can 
say no more about it.- 


DISTRICT No. 6. 


‘The first term was taught by Miss Cora E. Gilman. 
It was a success in every respect, and the unanimous 
request was for her to continue to keep the school, 
but circumstances prevented. Her place was well 
filled by Miss [da M. Holmes, whois a young. teacher 
of good promise. 


DISTRICT No. 7. 


The High School in this district was taught by Mr. 
Eugene D. Rowell, who gave good satisfaction. The 
Primary was taught by one of your committee, Mr. 
Charles D. Fox, of which we will let the public speak. 


DISTRICT No. 8. 


-In this district there were three terms, taught 
respectiully by Misses Belle C. Fox and Abbie L. 
Hayes, and Mr. Clarence M. Burrows. The school, 
under all of them, was successful and satisfactory. 
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DISTRICT No. 9. 


The High School of this district was taught by the 
other member of your committee, C. L. Plumer, and 
we leave it for the public to report. The Primary 
first term was taught by Miss J.izzie C. Lyman, and 
the seeond by Mrs. Amos M. Roberts. The school 
showed good progress in many of the classes in both 
terms. The last term being broken into by sickness, 
could not show its work as well as it would otherwise 

have done.
